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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This Office action is in response to Applicant's Remarks filed July 20, 2006. 
Currently, claims 15-28 remain pending in the application. 

2. The text of those sections of Title 35 U.S. Code not included in this action can be 
found in the prior Office action, Paper No. 20060418. 

3. The rejection of claims 15-28 under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Evers et al, EP 616,026, is 
maintained for the reasons of record. 

4. The rejection of claims 1 5-28 under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Oldenhove et al, EP 620,270 is 
maintained for the reasons of record. 

5. The rejection of claims 1 5-28 under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Clayton et al, U.S. Patent No. 
3,882,038 is withdrawn in view of applicant's remarks. 
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6. The rejection of claims 1 5-28 on the ground of nonstatutory obviousness-type 
double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-21 of U.S. Patent No. 6,680,412 
is maintained for the reasons of record. 

Response to Arguments 

7. Applicant's arguments filed July 20, 2006 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

Applicant argues that each of Evers et al, EP 616,026, and Oldenhove et al, EP 
620,270, do not meet the requirements of the instant claims, since the references do not 
teach or suggest in general an alkylglycol alkoxylate or alkyldiglycol alkoxylate that is 
free from alcohol. However, the examiner respectfully disagrees. Specifically, Evers et 
al discloses compositions in Examples l-VIII which do not contain alcohols. Also note 
that Examples 1 A and 1C-1G of Oldenhove et al are free from alcohols, per the 
requirements of the instant invention. 

Applicant further argues that the table on page 7 of the instant specification 
clearly shows that the compositions of Evers et al, EP 616,026, and Oldenhove et al, 
EP 620,270 contain residual alcohol. However, the examiner respectfully disagrees. 
Specifically, the examiner maintains that the compositions disclosed in the Examples of 
Evers et al and Oldenhove et al are clearly free of alcohols, as required in the instant 
claims. 

Applicant further argues that the instant claims are not an obvious formulation in 
view of claims 1-21 of U.S. Patent No. 6,680,412, since claim 7 of U.S. Patent No. 
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6,680,412 prepares the alcohol alkoxylates by reacting an alcohol with an alkyl alkylene 
oxide. However, the examiner respectfully asserts that claims 1-6 of U.S. Patent No. 
6,680,412 discloses an alcohol alkoxylate of formula (I) that does not contain an 
alcohol, as required in the instant claims.
